THE MISSISSIPPI. POURING THROUGH 
THE SN BREAK. 


The Water Extends Back to the Mat 
The Chicago & Alton Railway in Dan- 
ger—No Lives Known to Have Been 
Lost—Most of the Stock Driven Away 
in Safety—The Indian-Grave District 
Under Water—The Limit Lake Levee 
Destroyed. 

Lovuistana, Mo., May 15.—[Special.]—The 
gapin the Sny Levee through which the 
whole Mississippi is now pouring has widened 
almost 300 yards. The break is just about 
the centre of the levee, so that the portion 
of the country north will escape. Although 
the town is ten miles below the break the 
water reached here yesterday, and this 
morning farms extending back to the 
bluffs are submerged. The Sny basin 
contains 120,000 acres of fine, farm- 
ing land, and it is estimated that 
fuily 75,000 will be inundated. The stock has 
all been driven off the dangerous land, but 
fully 500 hogs have been abandoned. Of the 
submerged lands 50,000 acres are in crops, 
and the majority in wheat. Tonight the 
water can be seen six miles wide in the bot- 
toms and rushing southward. The water in 
the river proper is at a standstill. The road- 
bed of the Chicago & Alton Railway, which 
skirts the Sny bottoms, is in danger and a 
large party of men are now at work strength- 
ening it. 

O’F ation, Mo., May 15.—[Special.|—At 1 
o’clock today the Mississippi was continuing 
to rise. A rise of over five inches is shown 
at Beck’s Landing since 10 o’clock last night. 
The only thing which has saved the bottom 
farms north of here up to this hour was the 
break in the Sny Levee, which made a tem- 
porary outlet for the mighty volume of water 
which is coming with an irresistible force 
this way. All stock has been driven from the 
low bottom lands to the high bluffs. So far 
no lives haye been lost. .The water is now 
m an unbroken sheet from bluff to bluff, ex- 
cept in the extreme southwest portion of the 
bottom. Business on the Keokuk Line is 
wholly suspended, as an open lake of water 
reaches from St. Peter to beyond Old Mon- 
roe. No accurate estimate can now be 
made of the damage which may be done 
within twenty-four hours. Last fall there 
was a large acreage of wheat sown on these 
lowlands, and owing to the favorable sea- 
son for corn-planting a large acreage of corn 
was planted. All of these crops will be 
wholly destroyed if the rise does not abate. 
The men who will suffer most are the renters, 
as all these bottom lands are owned by 
wealthy men. Should the local rain which 


set in here at noon continue until midnight 


the Cuiver River will pour into the Missis- 
sipp: a volume of water inundating the en- 
tire Mississippi bottom from Monroe to St. 
Peter. 


SEEKING AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION, 


Government Asked to Take Steps to Guard 
Against Future Overfiows, 
Wasnineton, D. C., May 15.—[Special.]— 
Judge Gest this afternoon had @ talk with 
Gen. Benet of the War Department about 
the Mississipm overflow. Telegrams received 
by him from Kock Island were urgent in ask- 
ing that provisions be made to prevent future 
calamities to the dam. Gen. Benet had no 
news since the last report from Col. Baker, 
but he agreed with the Congréssman about 
the needs of the future. The department 
has no money now available for this work, 
and must wait action by Congress. The 
River and Harbor bill, which has already 
the House, does not cover work of 
this kind, and the appropriation must be 
made in the Sundry Civil bill. This bill is 
still in the hands of a sub-committee. Judge 
Gest will arrange fora hearing before the 
sub-committee, and will urge a liberal sum to 
guard against future disasters todams. 


‘THE INDIAN GRAVE DISTRICT. 


The Cross Levee at Limit Lake Practically 
Destroyed. 

Quincy, Ill., May 15.—[Special.}|—The cross 
levee at Limit Lake, the head of the Indian 
Grave drainage district, is practically de- 
stroyea, and the whole area within the 
levees, fifteen miles long and an average of 
seven miles wide, will be under water before 
morning. Farmers in the northern end of 
the district had confidence that this cross 
levee would hold and strengthened these 
hopes by working heroicaily all of yesterday, 
hauling in macadam and earth and fighting 
the waves which pressed so strongly against 
the embankment. They were successful in 
keeping the earthworks intact until this morn- 
ing, when an unexpected rise overwheimed 
the top of the levee. The cataract from the top 
ot the leveé once formed the earth went as 
if plowed away, and in a short time a torrent 
100 feet wide was pouring through the cre- 
vasse upon the fields of wheat already from 
two to four feet high. It became apparent 
at once that the levee would be destroyed. 
There was no occasion to give alarm to the 
residents of the district. Aware of the dan- 
ger that threatened them they made 
haste to leave their homes for the 
bluffs within easy reach, abandoning 
in many instances their household 
effects, farming implements, and live stock 
which could not be readily and easily re- 
moved to places of safety. Tne majority of 
these farmers are poor men who had a little 


homestead, a house modestly furnished, and 


depended upon the growing crops to relieve 
them from indebtedness-which they had in- 


curred. They lose everything, for the water 


is rushing over this productive area. 
THE RIVER FALLING AT ROCK ISLAND. 


People in the Lower Sections Ready to 
Move—Factories Closed. 

Rock IsLAxp, III., May 15.—[Special.]—Al- 
though the river has been reported falling 
for forty-eight hours at Dubuque, it continued 
to rise here during last night and up to noon 
today, when the stage was eighteen feet six- 
tenths, whichis nearly three inches above the 
highest previous record. Tonight there are 
signs of its receding. The false danger alarm 
sounded at 10 o’clock last nignt was due to the 
nervousness of a watchman, but it caused 
thousands to pass a sleepless night. Below 
Ninth street and South Fourth avenue every- 
body is ready to move at an instant’s warn- 
ing. The dike protecting that part of the 
city has been strengthened during the day, 
but water has been forcing its way through 
the embankment and gradually running into 
the low district. Most of the factories have 
been compelled to shut down. 


ABOVE THE HIGHEST MAREK IN IOWA. 


Basements Flooded and Goods Damaged— 
More Trouble Feared. 
BuR.LineTon, Ia., May 15.—[Special.]—Con- 
trary to expectations the river did not come 
to a stand last night but kept rising, the 
rise since last evening being about seven 
inches. The stage now is about four inches 
above the high water mark of 1881. A num- 
ber of basements of business houses are 
flooded, and merchants who had placed goods 
stored in their celiarson raised staging, as 
they supposed beyond danger, sustained some 
loss by not having placed them high enough.

THE BIGGEST GEYSER IN THE WORLD. 


A Great Bolling Spring in the Yellowstone 
Park Now in Operation. 

FarGo, Dak., May 15.—[(Special.]—The Ex- 
celsior Geyser in the Yellowstone Park is 
in operation. This geyser is in the great 
middle geyser basin, close to Fire Hole 
River. It is in the form of an immense 
pit 320 feet in length and 200 feet wide, 
and the aperture through which it dis- 
charges its volume of water is nearly 200 
feet in diameter. Its general appearance is 
that of a huge boiling spring and for 
many years its true character was 
not suspected. Its first eruption occurred 
in 1880, when it revealed itself as a stupen- 
dous geyser. The power of its eruptions 
was almost incredible, sending an immense 
column of water to hights of from 100 to 300 
feet, and hurling with it rocks and bowlders 
of from one to 100 pounds in weight. Its 
present eruption is said to be a repetition of 
that of 1880. It is throwing its volumes of 
water 800 feet into the air, and Fire Hole 
River is reported to have risen’ two feet 
from its rushing floods. This is now con- 
ceded to be the most powerful geyser in 
existence. .

Crycrnnati, O., May 15. — [Special.] — 
Marshal Bowen of Carthage, a village ten 
miles from Cincinnati, tonight shot and 
killed C. D. Phillips.

Bowen 
had refused to prosecute a man who owed 
rhillips $10.50.

SUNDAY LIQUOR-SELLING. 


TRYING TO RAKE UP THE EMBERS OF 
AN OLD CONFLICT. 


An Attempt Which Failed in 1873 Has 


Still Less Chance for Success in 1888—. 


The Cosmopolitan Character of the 
People of Chicago—What the Mayor 
Can and Cannot Do—Feeling Among 
the Catholics About the Conduct of the 
So-Called Catholic Aldermen. 


The action of the Council on the Hamline 
ordinance does not entirely dispose of that 
important subject. The adoption of the 
minority report prepared by Harry Rubens 
for the distillery employé, Sheridan, places 
the ordinance on file. It can be taken from 
the file at any time by a majority vote. As 
soon as some of the Aldermen have heard 
from their constituents they may be dis 
posed to vote for the ordinance. The action 
heretofore taken only keeps the subject open 
and irritates the public mind. The ordinance 
is moderate and ought to have been adopted. 
There is no possible excuse for such Alder: 
men as Johnson, Waliner, Bartels, Weber, 
Love, Bowler, and Harris voting against it. 

Their action only gives excuse to the ma- 
lignants and to the mugwump organ to egg 
on the fanatical temperance people to de- 
mana impossibie legislation from the Council 
and to try to saddle undeserved blame on the 
Mayor. This finds expression in such arrant 
nonsense as the following, put into the mouth 
of an alleged temperance agitator: 

The action of the Council last night can 
hardly be construed as a defeat for us. I, for 
one, did not expect favorable consideration 
from that body of men. I don’t think the ma- 
jority of us did, though we should all have 
been glad if the petition of so many respected 
and upright citizens had been treated court- 
eously and been productive of results. How- 
ever, this Administration has now established 
itself as the ally of the saloom element in 
this city, and we know where the remedy lies. 
Mayor Roche and the two Georges cannot 
complain when they find themselves wanting, 
for they have been given ample opportunity 
to prove their tendencies and to connect 
themselves with the anti-saloon element, if 
they desired to do so. As a matter of fact, 
we need no ordinance against the closing of 
saloons Sunday to attain the results we desire 
somuch. What we do need is a Mayor, capa- 
ble and honest, who will enforce the State 
= the violauon of the Sabbath 

There is no good excuse for this onslaught 
on the Mayor. It 1s part of a studied effort 
to hurt the Municipal Administration politic- 
ally, in order to pave the way for a return to 
Colvinism or Harrisonism. The petition for 
Sunday ciosing was introduced in the Coun- 
cil Monday evening by the Mayor through 
the Reading Clerk of that body. It could 
not be acted on that evening under the rules. 
No petition is acted on the first night of its 
introduction. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Licenses, under the rules, on the 
motion of two saloonkeeping Aldermen. The 
Mayor was powerless to preveat that refer- 
ence, as the rules provide that any two 
Aldermen can have any subject referred 
to an appropriate committee. The 
majority of the Aldermen received 
the petition respectfully. Some of the sa- 
foonkeeping fellows tried some cheap joking 
concerning it. Is the Mayor to be responsi- 
ble for that? It is asserted that the petition 
issigned by 10,000 citazens. Many of the 
signers are women, and the number of names 
does not probably exceed 2,000 signers, all 
told; not half as many as there are male 
adults in the smallest ward in Chicago. Were 
ali the Council rules to be suspended to con- 
sider this petition, and was the Mayor to co- 


erce Harry Rubens and 


Aldermen into considering it and an 
ordinance at once? Is it not plain that a ma- 
jority of the Council cannot be coaxed or co- 
erced into passing a Sunday ordinance? 

Is it not equally plain that pubiic opinion 
would not sustain such a law in Chicago 
nowt That question was submitted to the 
voters fifteen years ago, when Chicago had 
only 300,000 people. It was ordered repealed 
by a vote of 31,000 to 19,000. A Sunday law 
now would be defeated by more than twice 
that majority. The proportion of foreign- 
born persons and their children in the com- 
munity is much greater now than it was fif- 
teen years ago, and the foreign-born citizens 
are opposed to Sunday laws almost to a man. 
The native-born minority of voters are not a 
unit in support of such laws by any means. 
An effort now raise a political issue 
on a Sunday law not but redound to the 
advantage of gro ykeepers and the tough 
politicians. Chicago is not a country village, 
but a great cosmopolitan city whose adult in- 
habitants are mostly of European birth, who 
are vigorously opposed, to Puritan Sunday 
sumptuary ordinances. 

Whatever the motives of the petitioners, 
there is no doubt that the opposition organs 
are trying to utilize their actuon to injure 
the City Administration. Sensible people 
will not be misied by this attempt. The 
Mayor cannot enforce a Sunday ordinance 
because there is none in existence, and it is 
no part of his duty to try to enforce the State 
law on the subject. If it was there would be 
no occasion for the petition of Monday even- 
ing. He could only prosecute as a pri- 
vate citizen by appearing as a witness 
in aJustice court or before @ grand jury 
against some offender. Any of the petition- 
ers can do thisas well. Mostof them have 
more time to devote to the prosecution than 
the Mayors Why don’t they go ahead! If 
the Mayor has the power claimed for him by 
the maligngats under the State law wnat is 
the necessity for asking an unwilling Coun- 
cil to pass a Sunday law? 

State’s-Attorney Longenecker has given it 
as his official opinion that he cannot bring 
originally to the notice of the grand jury the 
case of any saloonkeeper who sells liquor 
Sunday in violation of the State law. The 
complaint must come to his notice via the 
office of a Justiceof the Peace. The case 
provides that all misdemeanors must come 
from the Justice courts. If the Sunday law 
be violated the proper parties should make 
arrests for the violations and bring the of- 
fenders before the Police Justice, who may 
hold them to the grand jury. Then the cases 
become subject to his control, but not other- 
wise.

Johnny then went home told his mother, 
who sent her daughter to the saloon. Miller 
again denied all knowledge of the money, 
and Mrs. Riley herself went for it, when Mil- 
ler ejected her from the piace. : 

Miller admitted throwing Mrs. Riley out, 
but said that he knew nothing about the 
money, and further said that Johnny was not 
in his saloon that morning. Johnny’s brother 
said that he waiked as far as the saloon ahd 
saw Johnny goin. The officers testified that 
the boys had a good reputation, and it looked 
as though Mr. Miller must be held to the 
Criminal Court.

Enthusiastic Convention at Joliet — The 
Minnesota Republicans for Gresham 
and Biaine—Foraker’s Friends Repre- 
sent an Ohio District—Biaine and Sher- 
man in the South—Additional Delegates 
Selected in Various States. 

Joust, III., May 15.—[Special.|—The Re- 
publican convention of the Eighth Con-

The Temperature Holds to a Low Degree 
—Crops Suffering. 


Inpranapouis, Ind., May 15.—[Special.]—- 


“There is generally a cold snap,” said Mr. 
Welppenhaus of the signal service, between 
May 8 and 10. This year it came a little late, 
but it got here. The coidest temperature of 
the month was last night, when the ther- 
mometer registered 36°. The two preceding 
nights it was not colder than 39°. The heavy 
clouds last night saved us from frost. 

Atother points in the State, however, there 
was trost, and the fruit suffered. Re- 
ports have been received from Madi- 
son, New Albany, Jeffersonville, Greencastle, 
Hortonville, Broad Ripple, Columbus, Valpa- 
raiso, all saying that fruit and vegetables 
suffered. The full effects of the present cool, 
dry weather upon the growing crops cannot 
be fuily ascertained until a careful examina- 
tion is made. The wheat crop, from which 
the farmers ex to recoup their losses 
caused by the drouth of last fall, will, in 
some places, not average one bushel an acre, 
trom the fact that the crop cannot be bar- 
vested. Fields of wheat promised an 
excellent crop early in the spring are 
heading at an average hight of not 
over eight inches and can never be harvested.

In view of the determination not to appeal 
to the Mayor to act under a repealed city 
ordinance, but to demand that the State’s 
Attorney enforce the existing provision of

the public should understand just what steps 
are necessary and what difficulties stand in 
the way of such execution of the law.

Such being the law, what are the proceed- 
ings necessary to secure its enforcement! It 
will be observed that the offense is punished 
only by fine, and the penalty must not ex- 
ceed $200. Sec, 441, Chap. 88, of the Criminal 
Code says: 

Justices of the Peace shall have origina! juris- 


diction in all cases of misdemeanor when tne 
punishment is by fine only and the fine does not 
exceed $200. 


At first glance this would seem to take of- 
fenses under this Sunday Closing law away 
from the grand jury and give Justices of the 


| Peace jurisdiction, but the Supreme Court 


has declared that if the act were so con- 
strued it would be in conflict with the Con- 
stitution, and hence it was held that the Jus- 
tices of the Peace have original but not ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. 

It fotlows that the advocates of Sunday 
closing have the advantage of a choice ot tri- 
bunal, and may elect to prosecute their cases 
before the grand jury of the county or before 
the Justices of the Peace. In this city, where 
three-fourths or more of the voters use 
liquor in greater or less degree on Sunday as 
well as other days, it would be worse than 
useless to appeal to the grand juries to en- 
force the Sunday Closing act. Grand juries 
in this county have persistently refused to 
indict even for selling liquor to minors 
or drunkards. The State’s Attorney can do 
nothing but submit the cases to the 
grand jury and abide by its decision. The 
grand jury cannot be prosecuted or punished 


Grand jurors are responsible only to their 
own conscience, and as liquor drinkers are a 
majority of nearly every grand jury ever 
impaneled in this county it is extremely dif- 
ficult to get indictments for the graver of- 
fenses under the Dram-Shop act, to say noth- 
ing of selling the first day of the week. 
This, at least, has been the past experience. 

If the twelve votes necessary to indict 
could be regularly obtained the difficulty of 
getting a unanimous verdict from twelve 
trial jurors, acting as judges of the law as 
well as the facts, would s remain to be 
encountered. Supposing, however, that grand 
juries would indict and trial juries con- 
vict on ample proof, proceedings for new 
trials or appeals to the Appellate or to 
the Supreme Court would follow. This 
expensive and delayed procedure would 
cost the taxpayers or contributors hundreds 
of dollars in each contested case, and if the 
prosecution should win finally at every point 
the utmost gained would be the infliction of 
a $200 fine on a defendant who would have a 
trades-union saloonkeepers’ defense fund to 
draw upon. 

Practically there is no reasonable expecta- 
tion that the Sunday Closing law can be en- 
forced by proceedings on indictment. The 
State’s Attorney is virtualiy powerless in 
the matter and cannot usurp the functions 
of the grand jury or the trial jury. He can 
indict no one and cannot even bring an of- 
fender to trial without the approval and 
consent of the grand jury. If the State’s At 
torney had juries that would indict and con- 
vict without hesitation he would still be 
without the funds to carry on the wholesale 
prosecutions needed to cope with 4,000 of- 
fenders in the city ang 1,000 or more in the 
other parts of the county, and he would have 
to depend on private contributions to supply 
the sinews of war and employ the necessary 
additional counsel. 

The only procedure that offers any rea- 
sonable chance of success in enforcing the 
Sunday Closing law is that before Justices of 
the Peace. Proceeding in this way the difii- 
culty of getting an indictment would be 
avoiaed and any citizen could make com- 
plaint and bring the offender to trial. The 
opportunities for the defendant to take ap 
peals and get new trials, continuances, etc., 
would not be as greatas in a prosecution on 
an indictment. The trouble as to the jurors 
would be reduced one-half. Still, the de- 
fendants when arraigned before a Jus- 
tice would have the right to dé- 
mand a jury trial and to challenge 
jurors peremptorily and for cause. Past 
experience shows that juries so selected in 
this city in triais in the Justice of the Peace 
courts under the Sunday Closing act will re- 
turn verdicts of not guilty in the face of un- 
contradicted proof showing the sale of liquor 
Sunday. Still tne only hope for the enforce- 
ment of this law lies in avoiding the two 
juries in the Criminal Court and fighting the 
issue before the single jury in the tribunal 
of the Justice of the Peace. With all this 
neither the Mayor nor the State’s Attorney 
would have anything to do. The complain- 
ants would simply have to employ lawyers, 
gather up their proofs, file complaints, and 
proceed, as any other citizen might do, with a 
grievance cognizabie before a Justice of the 
Peace. 


LABOR’S SHARE OF PROTECTION. 

Not far from 100 set speeches have been 
made in Congress during the last four weeks 
on the tariff reducwon question—some fifty 
for and an equal number against. 

The negative speeches have all proceeded 
on the theory that the present high tariff on 
the necessaries of life is absolutely required 
to maintain the difference between the wages 
paid to workmen in our mills and mines and 
the wages paid to workmen in England. 

The contention is that it needs the present 
average tariff duties of 47 per centon Amer- 
ican consumers to defray the difference be. 
tween American and British labor wages. 
That is what the public is toid by these high- 
tax Congressional advocates. But the fact 
is, these assertions are destitute of truth. 
They are easily refuted by official statistics 
of the Government. The census of 1880 pre- 
sents these footings of the total value of all 
the wanufactures produced in the Unitea 
States that year, protected and unprotected ; 
the value of the raw materials used; the 
amount paid to labor; and the gross profits 
Viz. :

American and English rates of wages, let us 
concede, for sake of the argument, that 


American factory hands are paid twice as. 


much as British workmen in the same busi- 
ness—whiich is far beyond the truth (the act- 
ual difference not exceeding one-fourth). 

As shown by the census tables American 
labor receives only 18 percent of the value of 
the manufactures turned out of the shops. 

Why, then, we ask, is it necessary to levy 
on consumers a protective bounty tax of 47 
per cent on the value of goods in order to en- 
able the employers to pay the extra 9 per 
cent wages on the products of the shops?! 

In otner words, why are the consumeis 
compelled to pay 47 per cent extra to enabie 
the employer to pay his workmen 9 per cent 
extra! Does it really need 47 cents of boun- 
ty to liquidate 9 cents of st Wesay 9 
cents, but as a matter of fact it does not ex- 
ceed 5cents. The real truth is that 47 cents 
is collected by indirect tax to defray an extra 
labor expense of not more than 5 cents on the 
average. 3 

For exposing this monstrous robbery of 
the people and calling frequent attention 
thereto the servile dog journals of the trusts 
and combines denounce Taz TRIBUNE as & 
* free-trader.’’ But they would do their mas- 
ters more service if they would satisfactorily 
explain to the public how it is necessary to 
levy an average of 47 per cent duties to “ pro- 
tect labor which receives in difference of 
wages over British pay only one-tenth of this 
47 per cent. They should tell their readers 
who gets the other nine-tenths. 


HOME THRUSTS AT THE PRESIDENT. 

The New York Renin Post (Dem.-Mug- 
wump) has been reading the evidence taken 
by the sub-committee of the Senate on the 
operations of the civil service in Philadel- 
phia, and does not find it conducive to faith 
in the President’s civil-service reform pre- 
tensions. It finds, for instance, that as soon 
as the Postmaster was confirmed in his o oe 
he wiped out the whole force 91 letter- 
carriers without assigning any reason, and 
says: No appointing officer cught to be 
allowed to dispose in this summary fashion 
of men who have given their best years to 
the service of the community without ex- 
plaining to tne public why it was neces- 
sary, and we never should have supposed 
that President Cleveland could or would 
have vermitted it.“ It also finds that the 
post-office has been largely remanned with 
political workers; that the political activity 
of the employés, if not actually encouraged, 
has not been restrained; that they are 
taking part in caucuses, conventions, and 
ward meetings; that political assessments 
have been levied upon them; and that polit- 
ical circulars and calis have been printed in 
the post-office on the Government press by 
the post-office printer. This sad condition 
of things in the Philadelphia Post-Office 
calls out the foliowing sharp comment from 
the Post: 

Of course the condition of the Philadelphia 
Post-Office must be regarded as a blot on Presi- 
dent Cleveland's Administration, and also, in 
our opinion, a great political blunder. For Mr. 
Cleveland’s renomination it has done simply 
nothing that was essential, because that renom- 
ination has been for two years a foregone con- 
clusion. Notmug that Postmasters, letter-car 
riers, or tidewa:ters or rs could do could 
have prevented it any more than it could prevent 
water rising in a vacuum. What it will do is to 
lose him 1 many votes among people who 
supported him four years ago, on account of the 
enemies he had made, and who outnumber all 
tne Federal officeholders probably twenty-fold, 
Nothing is more MK politics than 
the way in which residence in Washington mag- 
nitles petty and servile horde who figure in 
politics as workers and dwarfs the great host 
of voters who, in these times, are prepared, in 
spite of all party ties and traditions, to stand by 


any candidate who convinces them that to him 
really and truly “public office is a public trust.“ 


This is about the sharpest lesson any mug- 
wump paper has yet read to the President, 
and it shows that the scales are gradually 
falling from the mugwump eyes. But what 
will the Post have to say when it finds out 
the whole truth and learns that the same 
offensive partisanship and pernicious activ- 
ity which exist in the Philadelphia office ex- 
ist in all the post-offices; that the department 
at Washington is utilizing the entire postal 
machinery of the country in the interests of 
the President’s reélection; that bureaus of 
intelligence and information have been es- 
tablishea by officials of high position in 
Washington, who have impressed the Post- 
masters into their service after notifying 
them that it will be to their future advan- 
tage not to refuse; that a Democratic Fed- 
eral machine has been set upin Washington 
with State annexes for the manipulation of 
the post-offices; that it is sending political 
documents by wholesale, franked by mem- 
bers of Congress, to the Postmasters, who 
are called upon to distribute them, in viola- 
tion of the postal laws; and that the thou- 
sands of Postmasters throughout the country 
have been assigned to party service to the 
neglect of public business? The Philadel- 
phia incident 1s but one item and a small one 
in a long list of violations of the Civil-Serv- 
ice law which have passed unrebuked by the 
President. What will the Post do when it 
finds out the full extent of Mr. Cleveland’s 
abilities as a civil-service reformer? 


THE SITUATION IN THE EIGHTH SENA- 
TORIAL DISTRICT. 

In the Eighth Senatorial District of this 
State, consisting of Boone, Lake, and Mc- 
Henry Counties, the Republicans have made 
their nominations for Senator and Represent- 
atives. The two bitterly antagonistic Dem- 
ocratic factions have also made nominations 
for Representatives. The Republican candi- 
date for Senator is Mr. Charles Fuller of 
Boone, one of the brightest and ablest mem- 
bers of the last House, and for Representa- 
tives Mr. Partridge of Lake and Mr. South- 
worth of McHenry have been named. The 
Haines wing of the Democracy has nomi- 
nated Haines himself—Elijah, the parlia- 
mentary fine-worker. The anti-Haines wing 
has nominated a Mr. Flavin of Harvard in 
McHenry County. As both candidates will 
remain in the field, the Republicans ought to 
nominate a third candidate for Representa- 
tive. 

The Democrats have less than one-third of 
the votes of the district. The vote in 1884 
for President was: Blaine, 8,462: Cleveland, 
4,139. If the Democratic vote was evenly di- 
vided between Haines and Flavin each would 
have about 6,200 votes under the munority 
representation plan, while if the Republican 
vote is evenly divided among three Repub- 
lican candidates each would have 8,400 votes, 
which would of course elect all three. With 
good management the Republican votes of 
the district might be evenly divided between 
three candidates. 

As the other candidates already named are 
from Lake and McHenry Counties, the third 
candidate ought to be taken from Boone. 
Perhaps the best plan to insure a fair divis- 
ion of the vote among the Republican candi- 
dates would be to divide the territory be- 
tween them. Lake had 2,657 Republican 
votes in 1884; it would need only tne help of 
a township or two of McHenry in addition to 
elect the Lake County man by plumping 
votes. McHenry couid also safely spare 
some townships to Boone to elect the Boone 
County man, and would have plenty of votes 
left to elect her own man Southworth, whose 
success would in any case be secure. 

The Republicans of the district have a 
good chance to gain a Representative in the 
district on account of the Democratic quar- 
rel. They will elect two men in any case, 
and the chances for a third Republican are 
better than for either ot the Democrats. 

The Republican majority in the district 
is constantly growing. With Gresham as a 
canaidate for the Presidency the Republican 
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majority would be much greater than it was 
four years ago. Under all the circumstances a 
third Republican candidate should be named. 
There is not the slightest chance for union 
among the Democrats. Haines will not re- 
tire. He is not of the retiring kind. The ar- 
rangements for a fair division of the vote 
among the three Republicans will be a mere 
matter of detail which can be safely left to 
the intelligent party men of the district. 


A HIGH-TARIFFITE NEEDLESLY ALARMED. 

The Pittsburg Commercial-Gazette is working 
itself up into a most aistressful condition of 
mind lest the Gresham boom should come to 
disaster over the tariff question, We believe 
it has no tault to find with any record Judge 
Gresham has made on the tariff, but aman 


named Stoddard has told it that the Judge 


may have changed his mind, and the Pitts- 
burg paper fears that the unaccountable 
anxiety of two or three Republican papers of 
free-trade prociivities to procure bis nomina- 
tion may result disastrously to him. 

Tue Trisvune is free to confess it 1s igno- 
rant of the identity of these two or three 
free-trade papers, unless they are Demo- 
cratic papers printed somewhere in the West. 
There are no free-trade Republican papersin 
this region. There are some that believe 
duties lower than the present war tariff, 
while giving relief to consumers, would af- 
ford ample protection to producers, but this is 
along ways off from free trade. The Pittsburg 
paper or ite informant probably has in mind 
some Democratic papers which it fears may 
support Gresham and thereby injure him. 

These dreadful suspicions of the Pittsburg 
paper either show that it 1s not a profound 
thinker or that it has baited its hook to see 
what it will catch. So far as Taz CHicaco 
TRIBUNE is concerned it has supported all 
the Republican Presidents who have ever 
been nominated™ (except one, when it was 
controlled by another editor), and generally 
the candidate whom it has supported has 
been the nominee. These candidates were 
of various shades of opinion on thé tariff, 
Some of them have favored a high and some 
a moderate tariff. If it is urged that Tun 
TRIBUNE once supported Greeley as against 
Grant, under a different management, it may 
be answered that Greeley was one of the ta- 
thers of the high protective system, while 
Grant leaned strongly to iow tariff, But 
Republican Presidential candidates are al- 
ways governed by Republican platforms, 
and we have no knowledge or suspicion that 
Judge Gresham, if nominated. will take ary 
other view of his duty. The Presi- 
dential candidates ales accept what 
is laid down in the platform on 
which they are nominated. Our Pittsburg 
contemporary, therefore, need borrow no 
trouble-as to Judge Gresham’s views on the 
tariff—uniess it has some information which 
we do not possess. The Judge’s last tariff 
utterances were made m his Wall street 
speech in the Blaine and Logan campaign. 
They were not found fault with by those 
candidates or by the Pittsburg paper We 
are not aware that the Judge has made any 
change since then. If he makes any it will 
be in compliance with the platform of the 
convention next month, if he shall be nomi- 
nated. Certainly the C.-G. would not have 
him make a tariff platform before he knows 
what the convention will do. 

If our Pittsburg contemporary wants to 
know just why Tun Trisvune supports Judge 
Gresham we can answer that it is not be- 
cause of any shade of opinion on the tariff 
he may have or upon any one subject, but 
because of his ability, availability, and un- 
assailable record, and of the certainty that 
he can poll more votes than any other candi- 
date yet named, and not only be elected 
President, but make a first-class Executive. 
Our contemporary should dismiss ail its 
vague suspicions and rest its soul in peace 
and confidence.

JUDGE MAGRUDER. 

As has been previously stated in Tux 
Tripune, the term for which Judge Magru- 
der was elected tothe Supreme Court Bench 
as the successor of the late Judge Dickey 
will expire in a few weeks. His successor 
must be elected the first Monday in June. 
Judge Magruder will, itis understood, consent 
to be a candidate for reélection in response to 
a numerously-signea call by the leading law- 
vers and citizens of che district, comprising, 
in addition to Cook County, Lake, Will, 
Kankakee, and Du Page Counties. .When 
Judge Magruder was first elected he 
was the candidate of Democrats and 
Republicans alike. Both parties in the 
district united in his support. In- 
deed, he consented to become a candidate 
because there was no partisan issue, because 
he was acceptable to both the leading parties. 
At the time of his election, too, it was under- 
stood that he would be the non-partisan can- 
didate for reélection when his short first 
term expired. He could not afford to give 
up his extensive private practice for a few 
years on the bench. The tacit agreement 
efitered into at the time of his nomination 
Will doubtless be carried out. In fact, so far 
as the two leading parties are concerned 
there is no disposition to oppose him. A 
requisition in the following form is being 
circulated and is being numerously signed 
throughout the district, irrespective of party:

Judge Magruder has made a fine record on 
the Supreme Court Bench. His great abili- 
ties have been recognized by his associates, 
who have confided to him the writing of the 
decision in some of the most important cases 
which have come under the consideration of 
the court. His decision sustaining the valid- 
ity of the new Election law has been uni- 
versally commended by lawyers and legal 
critics and gave the sincerest satisfaction 
throughout his own district. It was Judge 
Magruder also who prepared the unanimous 
decision of the Supreme Court in the An- 
archist case refusing to reverse the decision 
of the trial courts—a decision which has 
given the Supreme Court of Illinois a splen- 
did reputation throughout the civilized world, 
and which has given Judge Magruder a high 
place in the list of jurists. 


WHY STEVENSON DECLINES. 

Gen. Stevenson, the First Assistant Post- 
master-General, declines to be the leader of 
the Democratic forlorn hope in Lilinois this 
year, notwithstanding the strong pressure 
being brought to bear on him by the organs 
and managers of the party in the State. 
Through the convenient agency of a letter to 
his law partner he is “compelled,” he says, 
“after mature consideration” and “careful 
reflection,” to ask that his name “shall not 
be presented as a candidate for Governor at 
the approaching State convention.“ There 
need be littie speculation as to the reasons 
that have induced Gen. Stevenson to de- 
cline the Gubernawrial nomination from 
his party at this time. It is probable 
that he could be nominated. The mana- 
gers doubtless think that he would have the 
active support of the Democratic Postmas- 
ters throughout the State, and for that rea- 
son would be at least the most available and 
least expensive candidate. Before the nomi- 
nation of Private Fifer. for Governor by the

of a weak Presidential nomination by the 
Republieans he might make a good showing 
a better one than Carter Harrison did four 
years ago—and would thus enhance his rep- 
utation and tnerefore his chances of ad- 
vancement at Washington. But he lives 


from Democrats of independent dispo- 
sition. He is probably also aware that every 
Republican vote cast next fall in this State 
will be counted, and that the chances for 
Democratic repeatiag, ballot-box stuffing, 
and other election frauds carried into effect 
inthe interest of Harrison four years ago 
will be impossible this year. Cook County, 
where those frauds were chiefly practiced, 
is now governed by election and registry 
laws which render repeating, fraudulent 
voting, aud ballot-box stuffing dangerous. 
Van Pelt, who engineered the election ma- 
chinery for the Democrats in 1884, is now in 
the penitentiary with some of his tieuten- 
ants. There must be an honest vote and a 
fair count in Cook County next November. 
This and other causes will add thousands to 
the majority of the Republican candidate for 
Governor in 1888 as compared with the ma- 
jority of 1884. Gen. Stevenson is doubtless 
fully aware of this. There is neither honor 
nor profit for him in being beaten in this 
State while his party isin power by a larger 
majority than Harrison was beaten by four 
years ago. He displays considerable polit- 
ical prudence in insisting that his name shall 
not be presented to the State con ven uon. 


Reasons of Blalne's Declination. 

A New Jersey correspondent of the Phila 
delphia Tunes tells of a conversation with Del- 
egate-at-Large Brewer from that State as fol- 
lows: 

** What does Phelps say about Blaine?” askea 
the writer. 

“Ah! that reminds me,” quickly answered the 
ex-Congressman, I hada talk with Phelps 
the day of the convention, and what he told me 
is as true as it is surprising. I knew that Blaine's

Blaine either by letter or telegraph since the ut- 
terance from Florence, of which these men 80 
bitterly complain, as they claim the right to

This, of course. isan exaggeration, but there 
is something behind it. The fact that Mr. 


Blaine did not send his Florence letter to Will- 


iam Walter Phelps. or Whiteiaw Reid, or Stephen 
Elkins shows that he meant business. He knew 
they would hold sucha letter for consultation, 
and that Mr. Jones of Pittsburg would follow di- 
rection® Therefore the letter was sent to Mr. 
Jones, who obeyed the instructions, and the let- 
ter saw the light. 

Mr. Blaine's most intimate friends knew that 
he did not want to be a candidate for the Presi- 
dency four years agu—that he would have re- 
fused to run that year if it had not been that be 
thought if he did so there was a chance for can- 
didates- weaker than he thought himself: to be. 
Biaine’s reason for not running four years ago 
was that he could not carry the State of New 
York, and could not be elected without it. 

The personal fascinations of the Presidency 
for him faded in his experience with Garfield. 

Before Mr. Blaine sailed tor Europe he felt 
that if he could abandon the candidacy for the 
Presidency wholiy and forever he would do it 
giadiy, and he waited until writing the Florence 
letter before saying what wasin his mind, moved 
by two considerations: 

1, That be could not do anything that would 
discourage the Republican party; and the De- 
cember message of Cleveland, and his review of 
it, gave the party a boom of which he felt at lib- 
erty to take advan ; 

2. He did not wish to failto discharge all the 
obligations due his friends and his enemies; and 
though he knew he would disappoint friends, he 
telt that he could not endure to be thought a 
sort of claimant for the Presidency. Believing 
the party in good spirits and able to win, and 
that his friends would forgive him, he made his 
bow. 

He did not do this upon a doubt of his nomina- 
tion, for he was as certain of nomination by the 
Republicans then as Cleveland now is by the 
Democrats. Senator Sherman declared that if 
Blaine would avow his candidacy he would not 
bea candidate, but formally and peremptorily 
withdraw. And Blaine did not write the Florence 
letter because he thought if nominated he would 
not be elected, for there are strong assurances 
that his strength is not less but greater in many 
places and respects than four years ago, and 
then he come within 1,047 votes of carrying New 
York as the returns were made,and was no 
doubt cheated out of a fair election.—Cin. Gazette,

A MIDDAY ILLUMINATION. 


Destructive Fire in the Stock-Yards—8125, - 
000 Loss. 

A fierce fire, fed by oil, candles, and glycer- 
ine, entirely destroyed the works of the 
Dearborn Manufacturing Company at Logan 
street and the Chicage & Alton Railroad 
tracks in Briageport during the noon hour. 
The building, a three-story stone and brick, 
100 feet square, was stored with a quantity 
of manufactured stock, consisting principal- 
ly of fifty-two drums of glycerine, several 
hundred barrels of red oil, and 6,000 boxes 
of candles. Besides this there was a quan- 
tity of raw material stored away. Ihe forty- 
five men and giris employed in the factory 
were at dinner, and afew men in the base- 
ment had charge of the vats containin 
boiling oil One of the vesseis bo 
over, and the inflammable stuff running into 
the fire and spreading itself over the base- 
ment floor ignited the oi in other vate, and 
quickly set the building on fire. Those in 
the factory had barely time to get out before 
the entire lower story was abiaze and the 
fire quickly spreading to the upper stories. 
An alarm was turned in at 12:50. When the 
engine company responded they apprised 
Mr. Warren, who was at work in his office, 
that the building was on fire by sending a 
stream through the window of tne office and 
driving him from his desk. He retreated in 
good order. By the time the engines calied 
out by the 2-11 arrived the immense factory 
was enveloped in flames and amoke and bar- 
reis of oil were bursting and scattering 
their blazing oil in every direction. Water, 
even in the immense quantities poured in, 
could do little or nothing towards quenching 
the flames, so the efforts of the firemen were 
neariy confined te arding the frame cot- 
tages west of the factory and dodging the 
burning oil, grease, and glycerine which 
every one of the numerous e<piosions threw 
about. 

The building, which was put up in 1883, 
cost about $25,000. In it were $30,000 worth 
of manufactured stock and over $60,000 
worth of machinery. The raw material on 
hand was worth probably $20,000, bringing 
the total loss by the fire up to $125,000. The 
insurance, which covers building, machinery, 
and stock, amounts to $83,000. The works 
were run by a stock company, of which T. P. 
Smith is President, Warren Champlin Vice- 
—.— E. S. Warren Treasurer, and J. P. 
Fitzge Secretary and manager. 


THE METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


Reports of the Various Boards and Com- 
mittees Under Consi ation, 

New York, May 15.—At ’s session of 
the Methodist Conference, Bishop Andrews 
presiding, the roli-call of conferences for re- 
ports, resolutions, end appeais was taken up. 
It was decided that this should be the last 
call of the kind during the present General 
Assembly. 

B. Ford offered a resolution for extending 
the inquiry as to an organic union of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South still fur- 
ther, and to include the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church and all boundaries of 
Methodism in this country. Referred to the 
Committee on the State of the Church. 

The report of the General Conference Com- 
mission on consolidation, unification, and re- 
organization of church benevolence occa- 
sioned considerabie debate. The report rec- 
ommended the consolidation of the Mission- 
ary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and the Board of Foreign Missions, 
the consolidation of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and the Church Extension Society, and 
the consolidation of the Sunday-School 
Union and the Tract Society. I: also 
recommended that a commission be appoint- 
ed to determine what property held for mis- 
sionary purposes in this country by the Mis- 
sionary iety should be conveyed to the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion, and also to make an equitable division 
of the assets of said Missionary Society, and 
further to provide for a suitable division of 
moneys received for payment of bequests 
made in the name of the Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Dr. 
Spencer presented the report, and said it 
was the best plan the convention could offer. 

After considerable discussion Dr. Cool of 

Northern New York offered an amendment 
to the report by consolidating the Board of 
Education and the Freedmen’s Aid Society. 
It was lost by 246 to 156, the colored brethren 
voting against the amendment. A vote was 
then taken upon the adoption of the resolu- 
tions recommended by the commission, 
which was lost. The rules were then sus- 
pended to permit Dr. J. O. Peck of the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church to present 
a report advocating the appointment of a 
committee to combine with other denomina- 
tions a National Sabbath Committee, which 
was passed. 
The matter of the election of Bishops was 
discussed at some length, and it was finally 
decided to postpone the election until Tnurs- 
day of next week. 


WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Interesting Stories of New-Yorkers Buying 
All in Duluth. 

New Tonk, May 15.—[SpeciaL]—A report 
came scurrying into New York today from 
Duluth that developments in the wheat situa- 
tion there last week had been of an unusual- 
ly interesting and important character.

ON THE TRAIL OF RILEY’S CASH-BOX. 


One of the Men Who Stole It Now in the 
Hands of the Pinkertons. 


Last Thursday night the cash-box of Will- 
jam Riley, the Chicago bookmaker, was 
stolen from the safe of the Phoenix Hotel, 
Lexington, Ky. The box contained about 
$5,000 in money. $4,000 in checks, and $1,000 
in diamonds. The case was put in the hands 
of a Pinkerton operative, who in a few hours 
learned pretty definitly that the robbery was 
committed by a thief named Bob Thurman, 
alias Taylor, and two other parties who are 
known to the detectives. 

It appears that Thurman, alias Taylor, has 
been in the habit of following the races every 
spring for the purpose of robbing the pa- 
trons of the track. He was stopping atthe 
Pneu Hotel a day or two previous to the 

retending to be ine owner of a poker 
room in the hotel, and it Was noticed that 
every night when the bookmakers came from 
the track this man and his pals were 
watching the clerk to see if tne boxes were 
put away in the safe. ihe night that Riley 
put away his box Thurman stood right at his 
eibow. At that time he had been out of 
the jail but a few hours, and wasentirely out 
of money. The detévtives discovered that 
after une robbery Thurman and his crowd 
had visited a house of ill-fame, and while 
there had divided up considerable money. 
They spent there a $20 bill, a part of which 
was torn off. This bill Mr. Riley recognized, 
and took from his pocket the missing por- 
uon of the bill, which he had placed in his 
pocket at the time he had received it, and 
put the larger part of the bill in the box. It 
was aiso ascertained that after dividing the 
money ney had left the city on a late train. 

It was next learned that Thurman hada 
mistress in Kansas City, so it was presumed 
he would be there. The guess was correct 
and on his arrivai he was immediately taken 
e case

HE HAS GONE TO SPRINGFIELD, Mass., 
TO RECUPERATE HIS HEALTH. 


One Bullet Yet Remains in His Body, and 


Cannot Be Removed Until He Mends 
Materially—His Affidavit for a Continu- 
ance—The Alleged Threatening Demon- 
strations of His Wife, Who Is Suing for 
Separate Maintenance—Mrs. Rawson's 
Counsel Think the Case Should Go On. 


The famous Rawson divorce case was 
called up in Judge Jamieson’s court yester- 
aay. There vasa goodly array of counsel, 
John Barton Payne and Gen. I. N. Stiles rep- 
resenting the interests of Mrs. Rawson, 
while the banker’s end of the suit was looked 
after by W. C. Goudy and H. C. Whitney. In 
the rear of the counsel sat Mrs. Meckie L. 


Rawson, who occasionally curled her lip in 
scorn as the avits for a continuance on 
behalf of banker were being read by Mr. 
Whitney. . 

An affidavit of Stephen W. Rawson, the 
defendant, was read in which he says that he 
is conscious that without a change of air, 
scenes, and surroundings it will be impossi- 
ble for him to recover from the ill- 
duced by the bullet wounds made in his body 
by his stepson, Willie Lee, Oct. 15, 1887, and 
that in consequence he has undertaken a trip 
of considerabie length. There is a bullet ly- 
ing close to the vital parts of his body. This, 
he avers, should be removed, but his present 
enfeebied state makes this delicate operation 
unsafe. Since the assault on his life, he says, 
he has not been able to attend at his banking 
house fora single day, and is not abie to 
stand the strain of a protracted and exciting 
trial, and that the time when he will proba- 
bly be able will depend upon the progress to 
comparative heaith which he will be enabled 
to make during his trip abroad. 

Dr. Wilson H. Davis averred that the state- 
ments made in Mr. Rawson’s affidavit were 
true, and that he (Dr. Davis) recommended 
that the journey be taken. The doctor says 
that Rawson has had alternationsof im- 
provement and depression currently since he 
tock charge of the case in December last. 
Mr. Rawson, he says, 1s suffering from a fe- 
verish condition of his system, and his kid- 
neys are in an unhealthy condition. After 
the bullet referred to above is extracted, the 
doctor says, it will probably require a month 
before he Gan sit up; that he is not in condi- 
tion nw to proceed with any business re- 
quits a mental strain, and will not be for 
two months or more. 

In another affidavit made by Mr. Rawson 
and filed yesterday, it is claimed that in Feb- 
ruary, 1887, Mr. Rawson was walking north 
on the east side of Dearborn street and when 
between Monroe and Madison streets he met 
Mrs. Rawson and her little daughter pro- 
ceeding southward. Mrs. Rawson, he 8, 
immediately left her daughter, and in an in- 

„ menacing, and threaten manner 
p herself at the side of ant and 
walked immediately by his side and close to 
him as far as the corner of Madison street. 
Her demeanor was in the most intense de- 
28 provoking, irritating, and hostile, but 
e demeaned himself in a calm, quie 
and di ed manner, taking no notice o 
her rudeness or menace, but endeavoring to 
get to his place of business and beyond 
er reach. During this veculiar 
no word was spoken on either side. 
At another time, Mr. Rawson says, he was 
walking along State street in the morning in 
company with Charles E. Lee, when Mrs. 
Rawson suddenly stepped up and stared at 
him in ascornful, malignant, and defiant way, 
and exhibited every appearance of desiring 
to enter into a quarrel with him and create a 
scene on the public street. The banker says 
he was much alarmed lest she should attack 
him, and turned away with the remark: “I 
resume you wish to see this gentleman,“ re- 
erring ts Mr. Lee. Mrs. Rawson, he says, 
made a yemark in a most insolent, aggressive, 
and tening manner, which the banker 
in his excitement and apprehension did not 
entirely comprehend. The remark was: You 
had better look out and be careful about what 
you do, sir.” Mr. Rawson s he retreated 
at once while Mr. Lee en her attention 
and restrained her. Mr. wson says his 
wife is a person whose oath, as he believes, 
cannot be relied on and that she has already 
sworn falsely in her affidavits in important 
particulars and that he has no doubt that she 
will falsify the facts set forth in his affidavit 
and likewise will faisify as to the above oc- 
currences. He believes they are important 
facts and he has no witness but himself for 
the first occurrence and only Lee for the sec- 
ond. If the case goes on he says he cannot 
participate in it and it is only just that a con- 
tinuance should be granted. . 

Judge Jamieson looked over at Mrs. Raw- 
son's solicitors when Mr. Whitney closed.

The court—It seems to be a fact that he 
was shot and received several dangerous 
wounds, that he has been sick since and not 
able to attend to his business. 

Gen. Stiles—If you will give us time we 
will file counter affidavits showing that he 
has been able to attend to his building inter- 
ests, to take long carriage rides for pleasure, 
and other things indicative of strength. 
There are two sides to this matter and only 
one side has been shown here. 

The court—It is evident that it would not 
be proper to force a trial if the defendant is 
not able to attead. 

Gen. Stiles—Well, it may be that Rawson 
is not able, and it may be that he will never 
be in condition to have the case tried. I 
don't think he ever will if we rely on him to 
decide as to his condition. If he were here I 
would insist on his physical condition being 
examined into. 

The court—-W here is he? 

Mr. Whitney—In Springfield, Mass. He 
has been there two weeks. 

The court—Did he go on the advice of his 
physician? — 

Mr. Whitney— Yes. 

Gen. Stiles thought it was easy to get the 
advice of a physician to travel and wanted 
the court to take cognizance of that point. 
Can he stay away indefinitly and not report 
his condition?’ he asked. 

The court—O, no. 

Gen. Stiles—We don’t clamor for a hearing 
today, your Honor, but we wanta day set. 
My client is in need, and only a trial will 
show whether she is entitled to su rt. All 
she asks is separate maintenance. Sue hasn't 
rushed in here to blacken anybody’s charac- 
ter. She wants proper support and is ready 
to prove that she deserves it.

ISSUES IN THE COMING CAMPAIGN. 


Tariff Reform or Defeat for the Republican 
Party—Piain Facts for Republicans. 
Los Axons, Cal. May. 10.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.|—As an earnest Republican 
‘who would consider another Democratic vic- 


tory a great National calamity, I desire to 


offer through the columns of Tus TRIBUNE a 
few facts and suggestions bearing upon the 
approaching Presidential. campaign. While 
reading Taz Tano carefully and admiring 
the position 1t holds on the subject of tariff 
reform, I have. been pained, on the other 
hand, to hear the unwise sayiogs of promi- 
nent Republican leaders and to read the fool- 
ish paragraphs of numerous Republican 
papers on the same question. Almost daily 
comes the declaration, Support of a hi 
tariff will be tne principal issue in the next 
campaign.” Well, possibly it may be. But 
if it is then no gift of prophecy beyond the 
possession of uidinary sound sense is required 
to foretell the result. The Republican party 
will be beaten badly at the polls. No Barcharas 
or St. Johns will be needed to reélect the big, 
fat nian from Buffalo. The renewal of his 
White House lease will be a foregone con- 
clusion from the hour when tte two preat 
parties join issue on the question of revenue 
reform with the Republicans on the “ war 
tariff’’ side. 

It is not to be expected that the Democratic 
party will commit itself to such radical tariff- 
reform measures as were set forth in Cleve- 
land’s message. But the party will undoubt- 
edly recommit itself and its candidate to rev- 
enue reduction, more or less. If the Repub- 
lican party shall see fit to go into the cam- 
pain pledged to oppose revenue reform, even 
though such opposition be disguised as pro- 
tection to American industries,“ it has a 
right to do so. There is no law against it any 
more than there isalawto prevent a man 
from knocking out his own brains against a 
lam t. But with the lines thus drawn 
the Republicans will be beaten as certainly 
as election-day comes—no matter who is the 
candidate. 

Undoubtedly the voting majority in both 

es are opposed to “free trade“; but 
they are in favor of moderate reductions in 
the present war taxes, and they are much 
in earnest in their determination to bring 
about such reform. Should the Republican 
poy insist on perpetuating the enormous 
urden of taxation which the people have 
already borne too long, nothing on earth can 
save it from overwhelming defeat. My hope 
and belief are, however, that the Republican 
Convention will come out squarely for tariff 
reduction (not free trade) and present a 
platform and a candidate in harmony with 
the tariff sentiments expressed in the plat- 
form of 1884 and urged by Grant, Garfield, 
Arthur, and other great leaders of the party. 
Then there would little if any essential 
difference between the two parties on the 
tariff question. In other words, the Democ- 
racy will have uo advantage over the Repub- 
licans on that score. 

But,“ say many Republicans, if wo are 
not to fight the Democrats on the tariff ques- 
tion in behalf of war taxes, what issue is 
there between us?” It seems to me that no 
intelligent Kepublican need long be at loss 
for @ campaign issue if he will but use his 
eyes and ears inteiligently. The great, over- 
whelming question for the voters of this 
country to decide is, whether the sacredness 
ot the baliot-box and the legal right of voters 
in every State, county, and precinct shail be 
maintained. In another letter I intend to 
discuss this voting question at some iengthif 
you can find room for it.

A PROTEST AGAINST THE SLAVERY OF 
SWADDLING CLOTHES. 


| Ne More Tight Lacing, Blanketing, and 


Pinning for Infants—The Baby Clothes 
of the Future—Dr. Grosvenor’s Talk at 
the Yearly Meeting of the State Home- 
opathic Medical Convention — Other 
Papers Read. 

The audience that met at Central Music- 
Hali yesterday to attend the Thirty-third 
annual conference of the Iliinois Home- 
opathnic Medical Association was not large, 
but it had its heart in the meeting, and the 
result was an interesting session. The first 
paper to be read before the conference was 
that of Dr. C. A. Weirick of Marseilles on 


the subject of strong mothers during lacta- | 


tion with weak children and weak mothers 
with strong children.” Following this Dr. 
A. A. Whipple of Quincy spoke on Obstet- 
rical Emergencies.”’ 

The feature of the morning session was 
the illustrated lecture of Dr. C. L. Grosvenor 
of this city on “ Infant Hygiene.” The doctor 
treated of the inadequacies of infants’ swad- 


dling clothes, descanting on the harmful 


effects resulting from the tight bandag- 


ing of a child in its earlier years, 
and suggesting what he considered 
a good remedy. A loose, warm 


garment was the only and proper thing, 
leaving to the child the use of ali its limbs 
and coaxing rather than impeding its de- 
velopment. He would throw away the band- 
aging and use cotton wadding—bandaging, 
if at all, with extreme looseness. Tight 
bandaging, thought Dr. Grosvenor, impeded 
the liver, which is the great scavenger of the 
human body, in its eliminating action. The 
lungs would then be derelict in their duty. 
The bianket likewise ought to go; it was a 
homely thing at best, of little use, and a 
great discomfort.to the youngster. He would 
likewise throw the skirt overboard. Progress 
had been made in almost everything else but 
in the matter of babies’ clothing. It was 
ridiculous and absurd that the mother shoulda 
turn to the grandmother for information, 
while the latter in turn would let loose the 
knowledge of centuries, gleaned even in ante- 
colonial days by her grandmother and her 
compeers. What was the result? A bundle 
of humanity, clad as a diminutive Pooh-Bah, 
in garments irritating, laden with buttons 
imnumerable, and ot pieces as multi<olored 
as the proverbial sack coat of Joseph of old.

A BIT OF UNWRITTEN HISTORY. 


Judge Gresham's Political and Military 
Record—Sound Presidential Timber. 


Philadelphia News (Rep.): A number of 
Blaine or busters,’’ who don’t know what 
they are talking about, have tried to make it 
appear that Judge Gresham is a sort of mug- 
wump and that he embodies the “‘anti-Blaine 
idea.“ |

Philadelphia News would urge Judge Gresh- 
am’s candidacy. 

Perhaps a little bit of unwritten history 
will best enlighten some of the “Blaine or 
busters” as to Gresham’s standing in the 


party. 

First, take his voting record. In 1855 his 
law partner was adelegate to the Philadel- 
phia Republican Convention which nominat- 
ed Fremont, and the next year Gresham, 
then 24 years old, stumped Indiana. He 
voted for mont then, and has voted for 
every Republican nominee since then, 
he spoke on the stump for Blaine when in 
Arthur’s Cabinet. 

So his voting record is clear. 

In 1868 he was a delegate-at-large and voted 
for Grant. In 1872 he was for Grant, in 1876 
for Bristow, in 1880 for Grant, and in 1884 for 


ur. 

So he has a good Stalwart record. 

Just here it is well to take up his personal 
relations to Grant. As Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the Fifty-third Indiana he joined Grant 
after Fort Donelson. He held the post of 
Savanna at Grunt's request at the battle of 
Pittsburg Landing. He was at Corinth with 
Grant, and later, on the recommendation of 
Grant and 1 put in command at 
Natchez. While at Natchez a former friend, 
who was there as a cotton speculator’s attor- 
ney, tried to compromise him, and Gresh- 
am ordered him out of the city and threat- 
ened to put him in irons. The friend 
complain to Grant, who said: Did 
Gresham threaten to put you in ironsif you 
don’t leave?” “He did.“ Well,“ said 
Grant, I advise you to go, as I have always 
found hima man of his word.“ 
war Grant offered Gresham the Collectorship 
of New Orleans, the second most profitable 
office of the kind in the country. Gresham 
declined, and Grant offered him the Indiana 
District Attorneyship, but as Gresham was 
then seeking the office for a friend he re- 
fused that 100. Finally Grant offered Gresh- 
am the Circuit Court bench seat, which he 
now occupies, and be accepted. 

So his relations with Grant were close. . 

When Garfield was elected he selected 
Judge Gresham for a Cabinet position. Mr. 
Biaine actively and personally urged his ap- 
— but Garfield was forced to change 

s plans and left Gresham out. 

So Garfield admired nim. 

When Arthur came in he, too. urgently re- 
quested Gresham to take a seatin his Cab- 
inet, and he did so in obedience to Arthur’s 
personal solicitation, and was Artbur’s Post- 
master-General and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 
So he was close to Arthur. 

Shortly before the campaign of 1884 Mr. 
Blaine approached Gresham and asked if he 
was going to run for President and if he 
would do so. Gresham’s answer was that he 
couid not do so without being disloyal to his 
chief, Mr. Arthur, but be added that so long 
as Mr. Blaine himself should be a candidate 
at any time he would never allow his name 
to be used against him. Moreover, when 
Blaine was nominated Gresham was the only 
member of the Arthur Cabinet who took the 
stump for Blaine and Logan, or who went 
home to vote. 

So his relations to Blaine were and are 
friendly. 

A man who was thought worthy of the 
most lucrative positions by President Grant; 
who held two Cabinet offices under Presi- 
dent Arthur; who was brought forward for 
the Cabinet by President Garfield, and urged 
by Mr. Blaine, is not a man whose Repub- 
licanism can be questioned or who can by 
any chicanery be forced into the attitude of 
being “‘anti-Blaine.”’ 

A man who was so well thought of by so 
many Presidents is himself sound Presi- 
dential timber, and heisa man on whom 
Grant men, Garfield men, Arthur men, and 
— men can safely and harmoniously 
unite. 


A Sample Tariff Brick. 


Among the reasons assigned by the great Cali- 
fornia concern of William T. Coleman & Co. for 
its failure this one is prominent: 

Our assets and properties are large, notably 
borax properties, in which we have heavy invest- 
ments. This borux property we value at 2.000. 
000. and have until recently had great hopes of 
selling it. In fact, negotiations were in a fair 
way to be consummated when the Tariff bill 
placing borax on the free list tended to defeat 
our efforts in this direction. 

This in a sample of the outcries against tariff 
reform. What are the facts as to this borax 
business? Up to 1870 no borax was produced in 
this country. In that year deposits were dis- 
covered in California and Nevada large enough 
to supply the whole world. No industry or 
skill created them. They were a part of Nature's 
bounty to this favored land. And yet the syn- 
dicate that secured possession of this d 
sent its agents to Washington and induced Con- 
gress to protect them by putting high duties 
upon borax and all commercial preparations 
from it, as was done in 1872, 1874, and again in 
1883. This command of the home market lead- 
ing to overproduction—only 4,000 tons annually 
being required in this country, while the yield 
was many times this amount—a Borax Trust was 
formed to further regulate trade. In October 
last Mr. William T. Coleman signed for his firm 
an agreement limiting the total production to 
8,800 tons. of which his two companies were to 
mine 1,200 tons. Under this arrangement the 
price of crude borax was forced up from six to 
seven and one-quarter cents a pound. And every 
blacksmith and washerwoman in the land was 
compelled to pay tribute to this ring of specu- 
lators, protec in their monopoly by the Gov- 
ernment. 

We do not think there will be much public lam- 
entation for the failure of this concern. Nor 
will Congress be blamed by the consumers of 
borax for interfcring in the operation of this 
tariff-created monopoly trust.—New York Woria.

The Prince and Princess of Wales, who ar- 
rived at Lord Hamilton's palace in Lanark- 
shire at 7 o’clock Monday evening, left 
again at 11 o’clock Tuesday night and trav- 
éled to Preston by a specialtrain. They ar- 
rived at 5 o’clock Wednesday morning. They 
occupied the royal nig saloon and remained 
undisturbed until 8 o’cl@ck, when the Prince 
went to the station ho for breakfast and 
the Princess had tea in the carriage. The 
train left for Biackburn at 9:30. The Prince 
and Princess alighted at Cherry Tree Sta- 
tion, whence they drove to Whitton Park, 
the seat of Gen. Fielden, where there was a 
large house party, including Lord Sefton, 
Lord Hartington, Lord and Lady Cran- 
bourne, and the Bishop of Manchester.

The opening sermon of 
this first General Assembly was preached by 
the talented Rev. John Witherspoon, D. D., 
with the Rev. Dr. John Rodgers of New York 
as the first moderator. 


In this connection it will be interesting to 


rship in the same small build- 
ing known as the “ Barbadoes Lot Store,“ 
standing on the northwestern corner of 
Chestnut and Second streets. In this store” 
the Baptists were first to assemble, and this 
congregation of nine persons was uently 
addressed by the celebrated Rev. John Watts, 
who was then pastor of the Baptist Church 
at Pennypack, a larger and more flourishing 
congregation. At this time neither the Ba 
tists nor the Presbyterians of Philadelphia 
had any permanent minister with them, and 
only met for worship when a preacher came 
to town, and often united in the store to 
listen to a minister which either could pro- 
cure. 

This fellowship lasted till about 1698-99, 
when the Presbyterians imported a per- 
manent minister, the Rev. Jedediah An- 
drews from New England, and he 
took possession of the pitin the store to 
the exclusion of any t minister who 
might happen to come along. By this act it 
was evident to the Baptists that the Presby- 
terians wanted the store for themselves, be- 
cause of their unwillingness to give up the 
pulpit to Baptist preachers. Or, in modern 
slang, the bytemans “froze out“ the 
Baptists and took possession of the “‘ Barba- 
does Lot Store,” although tne Baptists had 
been its first occupants and had only invited 
their Presbyterian brethren to come and hear 
their preachers. The Baptists afterward 
worshiped in Morris’ brewhouse, where we 
leave them. 

After the Presbyterians got rid of the 
“ Anabaptists” they n to arrange to 
build a suitable house of worship, as their 
continuance in the store was uncertain, and 
eventuaily built, in 1704, the First Presby- 
terian Church on Market (then High) street, 
which was known as the old Buttonwood ’ 
church, because of such trees being in front 
of it. This church was taken down in 1826. 

The original First Church prospered till 
the Rev. George Whitfield and 
jutors, Tennent, Daven 
orought dissensions into it, which resulte 
in a portion of the congregation withdraw- 
ing, under the name of the New Lights, to 
Mr. Whitfield’s new church, built in 174. 
Subsequently the New Lights concentrated 
under the pastoral charge of the Rev. Mr. 
Tennent and built a church for them- 
selves at Third and Arch streets. They had 
only funds enough to build the church, and, 
to put up a steeple, resorted to lottery draw- 
ings to raise the money, and this brought out 
the following satirical stanza: 

The Presbyterians built a church, 
And fain would have a steeple; 

We think it might become the church, 
But not become the people. 

Later on the New Lights were made to see 
the “error of their way,” and came back 
into the foid of the parent church and found- 
ed the Second Presbyterian Church. The 
Third Presbyterian Church was built at 


Fourth and Prince streets by the First 


Church congregation to accommodate peo- 
ple living thereabouts, and the ministers of 
the two charches were to interchange pul- 
pits. 

Some years afterward the Third Church 
„ called’ a minister contrary to the will of 
the mother churct or First Church, and to 
install him had to break open the Third 
Church ana put the pastor of their choice in 
the pulpit, which Sa was much to 
the scandal of the Philadelphia Presb 
ians. The Third Church people “ held the 
fort.“ and the First Church went to court to 
recover its property. The case was a cele- 
brated one. It was decided several times in 
favor of the “ Firsts,” but the Thiras al- 
ways appealed, and made their final appeal 
to England. 

Before the Lord Chancellor could decide 
the American revolution broke out. This, 
of course, left the revolters in possession. 
As it was likely always to bea “a bone of 
contention ” the Thirds“ proposed to pur- 
chase the property they had usu but the 
sale was never consummated, use tye 
“Firsts” fell into a schism among them 
selves and split, tne strongest party buying 
property on Washington square and erectin 
there a church, which is still standing a 
is known as the First Church. 

This is the pedigree of the First Church m 
which the sessions of the coming Centennial 
General Assembly will be held. This church, 
of which the Rev. George D. Baker, D. D., 
is the pastor, has always occupied a prom- 
inent position among the Presbyterian 
churches, and besides the above historical 
facts there are many others concern Pres- 
byterianism connected with it. A half a 
century ago the protesting assembly“ met 
in it, which resulted in the division of the 
Presbyterians into the “New” and “Old 
Schools,“ and it was in this edifice that the 
first meeting of the General Assembly of the 
reunited church met in 1871. This historic 
church is likely to be the scene of stiil an- 
other celebrated event in Presbyterian his- 
tory besides the Centennial General Assem- 


bly. 

The most important business that will 
come up before the General Assembly will 
be the consideration of the reuni of the 
Northern and Southern Assemblies. The 
original causes of their division are fully set 
forth in Presbyterian Church history. They 
were brought to a final issue by our Civil 
Mar. and the first General Assembly of the 
Southern Division of the church was held in 
the fall of 1861. This split took away .700 
ministers and 1,200 churches from the elder, 
mother, or Northern Assembly. Since the 
end of tne Civil War negotiations have 
been going on continually between the two 
assembbes looking to a settlement and re- 
union. The split was always deplored by 
the cool-headed, who were grieved to see the 
church divided into three distinct bodies— 
the Old and New Schools and the Pres- 
byterian Church South. In 1870 
two schools were reunitea at the 
General Assembly held in Pittsburg to 
the gratification of all concerned, and now 
it is hoped to obliterate all differences on this 
centennial occasion and reunite the Northern 
and Southern Assemblies in one body. 

To this end there have been appointed two 
committees of conference. That vn the part 
of the Northern Assembly is compo of 
the Rev. J. T. Smith, D. D., of Baltimore: 
the Rev. David C. Marquis, D. D., of the 
Chicago 8 the Rev. James T. Lett- 
wich, D. D.; the v. Robert M. Patterson, 
D. D., of Philadelphia, editor of the Preasby- 
terian Journat, and the Rev. William E. Moore, 
with the following elders: Mr. George H. 
Shields of St. Louis, Mr. Warner Van Nor- 
den of New York, Mr. James H. Baldwin of 
Pittisourg, bom Mr. William H. Averill of 
Frankfort, Ky. |
